WasHincton, November 30.—[Special.]— 
The candidates for the gavel of the next house 
of representatives were increased today by the 
arrival of General Hatch, of Missouri, who 
erame surrounded by an enthusiastic crowd of 
Missouri boomers. Headquarters were im- 
mediately opened at Willard’s, and the Hatch 
men were emphatic in their declarations that 
they were in the fightin good faith and that 
Mr. Hatch proposed to remain init until the 
last ballot was counted. Mr. Hatch has the 
support of the entire Missouri delegation with 
the exception of Mr. O'Neil, who is for Milis. 
Mr. Peel, of Arkansas, and Governor Mc- 
Creary, of Kentucky, two of his intimate per- 
sonal friends, are also for him, but it is ap- 
parent that there is little raom in the contest 
for General Hatch. The lines are too closely 
drawn and the Hatch boom is expected to col- 
lapse as soon as the caucus meets, if it does 
not go by the board before that time. 

Bustle at Headquarters. 

About the headquarters of the leading can- 
didates all is bustle and confusion, and the 
corridors of the hotels are crowded with place- 
hunters and a large assortment of the ragtag 
end bobtail, which always hangs about Wash- 
ington when congress convenes. 

The lieutenants of each candidate demon- 
strate to @ mathematical certainty, for the 
benefit of each new arrival, that their man is 
assure winner.”

The question of guard required not little a con- 
aideration. It comes pretty straight that the 
present intention is to provide about fifty men 
each for Briceville and Coal Creek and 100 
men for Oliver Springs. All of these will be 
in the pay of the lessees. Twenty-tive at each 
place, it is thought, will be militiamen depa- 
tized to do guard duty. 


DROVE THE NEGROES OFF. 


White Miners Fire Upon Negroes at Colo- 
nel Kenfroe’s Farm. 

KNOXVILLE, Tenn., November 30.—[{Spe- 
cial.]|—Information reaches this place tonight 
of more trouble in the mining region at Oliver 
Springs. This isone ofthe places where the 
stockade and other property were burnedjand 
the convicts released. There -has_ been 
another reign of terror there during the last 
three or four days. It started Friday night, 
when the free miners got on a big drunk, 
shouldered their Winchesters and marched on 
the houses where the regro miners were em- 
ployed. 

It will be remembered that when the con- 
victs were turved leose, the Cumberland Mine 
Company, through its president, Captain Ren- 
froe, of Atlanta, announced that it would em- 
ploy free labor. Immediately every miner, 
white or colored, who could be had, was put to 
work. Things moved pe ble until Friday, 
when the white miners determined to run off 
the negroes. 

Fired Upon the Negroes. 

They attacked their houses, fring hundreds 
of shots and gave the negroes notice that if 
they did not leave within twenty-four hours 
all would be killed. A number of the negroes 
fled in terror. Others more bold called on 


the president of the company for protection. 
He secured the names of ten of the leaders of 
the moband took warrants for their arrest. 

The men tled to the mountains, though the 
officers succeeded in capturing two. This post- 
poned their trial. 

Saturday the white miners struck because 
their demand that the warrants against the 
ten men hedismissed was refused. ‘here are 
now no men at work. 

This evening the president of the company 
says that there was more than enough work 
for both colored and whites. 

It is now probable that the convicts will be 
taken back. The men whose names the com- 
pany has as engaged in the riot will ve prose- 
cuted to the bitterend. ‘Their negroes had a 
marvelous escape from bullets which went 
entirely through their cabins.

COLD-BLOODED MURDER. 
Meridian's Good Citizens Are Hunting the 
Assassins. 

Mosiie, Ala., November 30.—[Special.}— 
News comes from Meridian, Miss., tonight of 
an unprovoked outrage and murder, which has 
caused deep indignation ainong the good peo- 
ple of the county. On Sunday morning the 
body of Arthur Ramsey, an old negro man, 
who lived nine miles from Meridian, was found 
in the ashes of his humble cabin, and, though 
burned toacrisp, it was discovered that he 
had been shot to death. It was learned that 
a@ mob of men visited Ramsey’s home 
the previous night and, after breaking open 
the door, opened fire on him. The body was 
found riddled with bulietsand buckshot. The 
mob then drove his three little children into 
the woods and set fire to the cabin. Ramsey 
was regarded as an estimable and inoffensive 
man Aside from some trouble a few weeks 
ago with a white man named Joe Jolly, a 
neighbor, no cause can be assigned for the 
murder. The authorities of Lauderdale 
county, assisted by citizens, white and black, 
are endeavoring to discover the perpetrators. 


THERE WERE SEVEN KILLED 


In the Accident on the Lake Shore Road 
at Toledo. 


Toutxepo, 0., November 30,—The results of 
last night’s accident on the Lake Shore road, 
in this city, have been more serious than at 
first feared.

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JUDGE JAS. JOHNSON. 


At One Time Provisional Governor of 


Georgia, 
DIED YESTERDAY AT COLUMBUS. 


End of the Career of a Prominent 
Lawyer. 


SOMETHING ABOUT HIS PUBLIC SERVICES 


He Figured Conspicuously in the History 
ot Reconstruction—He Was Also 
a Congressman and Judge, 


Cotumsvs, Ga., November 30.—[Special.J— 
Judge James Johnson died at the residence 
of his son, James J. Johnson, in Chatta- 
hoochee county, ten miles from the city, this 
forenoon. His remains will be brought to 
Columbus in the morning, andthe funeral 
will take place at 12 o’clock from St. Paul’s 
church and will be largely attended by mem- 
bers of the bar, eight prominent members, in- 
clading the octogenarian, Hon. Porter Ingram, 
being selected as pallbearers. 


Governor James Johnson. 

The late Hon. James Johnson was provis- 
ional governor of Georgia in 1865. He was 
also a congressman previous to the war, and 
subsequently judge of the superior court of the 
Muscogee cirenit. 

Judge Johnson was born February 24, 1810, 
in Robinson county, North Carolina. His 
grandparents were natives of Scotiand. His 
father was Peter Johnson and his mother Miss 
Nancy McNewl. Heattended the University of 
Georgia, at Athens, being assisted to gain 
an edneation by the Presbyterian 
Society, of Athens, which loaned him 
$376. This he afterwards paid back in full. 
He graduated, in 1832, in a class that became 
famous for its distinguished members, in- 
cluding Alexander Stephens, William Le- 
Conte, a son of William H. Crawford, John W. 
Reid, John Baker, and others. Young John- 
son divided first honors with Messrs, Stephens 
and Crawford. He taught schoo] awhile, and 
then studied law, being admitted to the bar in 
1835, and opening his practice in Columbus, 
Ga., the same years He became very soon a 
most successful practitioner. He was married 
to Miss Ann Harris, of Jones county, in 
1834. He was elected to the thirty-second 
congress in 1851, and as the union candidate 
again in 1853 he was beaten in a close race by 
the governor and senator, A. H. Colquitt, on 
the southern rights platform. He was a mem- 
ber of the know-nothing convention in 1857, 
and in 1858 served as a delegate to the Georgia 
state American convention that nominated 
Warren Akin for governor, against Joseph EH, 
Brown, who was elected. Judge Johnson was 
on the committee that notified Mr. Akin of 
his nomination. He was appointed pro- 
visional governor of Georgia, by Presi- 
dent Andrew Johnson, dune 17, 1865, 
and acted im this capacity until 
December 10th of the same year, The next 
United States senator. He was appointed 
United States collector of customs for Savan- 
nah in 1866, serving for three years, and in 
1870 he became judge of the superior court of 
the Muscogee circuit. In 1872 he was on the 
Grant electoral ticket. He next gave up the 
bench and-practiced law ‘fortwo years, then 
retired from the profession. 

In his prime Governor Johnson was one of 
the political leaders of the state. He possessed 
conscientiousness, ability and courage. He 
was a very strong lawyer, though, as an ad- 
vocate, not the equal of men whom he 
surpassed in his legal strength. In his day he 
probably had no superior on the bench asa 
judge. His mind was anuslytical, probing 
cases to the bottom and sifting testimony with 
extraordinary graspand acumen. He was a 
firm and ardent reconstructionist, and his se- 
lection after the war for the grave and delicate 
duty of restoring Georgia to the union, witha 
rehabilitated government, was a signal tribute 
to his qualities as shown in his previous career. 
In this difficulty he acted with a great deal of 
dignity, proving that he was undoubtedly 
patriotic and that he possessed a good deal of 
statesmanship. While he was a very pronounced 
union man and leaned to the government 
of the United States, never hesitating to show 
that all his sympathies were on the side of the 
union, yet he undoubtedly tried to be just and 
conservative; and, looking back on that time, 
fierce with all its political fervor, and viewing 
it in the light of this late day, dispassionately 
and in the revelation of settled facts and re- 
sults—we must regard it as fortunate that the 
critical daty of state reconstruction fell into 
the hands of a man as honest and able as 
Governor Johnson was. Of recent years he 
has been enjoying a respected old age in 
his private retirement in Columbus, and 
he has had the esteem of the people there. 
His son, Mr. Walter H. Johnson, is now col- 
lector of internal revenue in Atlanta, enjoying 
the respect and esteem of Atlantw’s citizens.

feuben Williams has one eye put out, and 
one of the other men was horribly mutilated. 
Another of the negroes is in a dying condition 
and another reported this evening by the up 
train as being dead. 

The beating of the negroes is said to have 
been most brutal and horrible. No arrests 
have been made yet. 

Patrolling Millen. 

The town has only one marsbal, butsix men 
have been patrolling the town to watch the 
property, as the negroes swore they would 
have vengeance by burning the town. 

Reports from Millen are that none of the 
men were disguised, and connect some of the 
very best men in the town with the perpetra- 
tion of this brutality. 

Will Be Investigated. 


It is said the beating occurred on the 
Burke side of the county line. As our 
grand jury convenes next week, the matter 
will be investigated. A gentleman who was 
in Millen today said upon his return here that} 
Messrs. Parnell, Sawyer and Dick Parker 
were reported to have run away. 

The motive for beating these negroes, some 
say, was for the non-payment of debts they 
owed. Others are equally positive that the 
beating was caused by infurmation given about 
parties who were running blind tigers in 
Millen and the prosecutions that are to follo 
upon their information.

Durant hearing of the warrant gave himself 
up to Constable Martin, and his trial was set 
for 10 o’clock this ‘morning before Judge 
Manning. 

Mr. Durant is well known in the city, and 
“hose who know him are confident that he 
would not intentionally violate thelaw. He 


‘gtands high in the estimation of his friends, 


and the warrant for his arrest is believed to 
have been inspired by feelings of a personal 
nature. 

‘I registered,” said Mr. Durant, ‘‘when the 
books were first opened and had no intention 
of violating the law. If I have done any- 
thing wrong, it was throught a misunder- 
standing of the provisions of the law.”’ 

An old negro named Jack Box, who evi- 
dently had lived in the ante-bellum times, was 
arrested yesterday. He was badly frightened 
and said he lived in Marietta. He gave a 
one-hundred-dollar bond, signed by Mr. C. P. 
Johnson, the saloorrist, and was let go.

Sam Small is chuckling to himself over the 
discovery of a charge against Mr. T. A. Minor, 
the saloon keeper, who robbed him of a pearly 
tooth. He believes he has hit upon the oppor- 
tunity of his life to revenge himself upon Mr.

No Truth in It. 

If we are to: believe one of his friends, 
Marion Crawford,-the novelist, is the most 
rapid writer that {he world has ever seen. 

The statement % deliberately made that 
on a recent octasion 
write a short story of 6,000 words for a pub- 
lisher who had called to see him. The nov- 
elist told his visitor to amuse himself with 
his books while he got the copy ready. In 
two hours he had finished the manuscript. 

Now, this would be 3,000 words an hour, 
or fifty words a minute. It would be a 
physical impossibiJity to write memorized 
words with such speed, and to compose and 
write a story at that.rate would be both an 
intellectual and a physical impossibility. 

Mr. Crawford’s friend should give his im- 
aginationarest. If he told the truth he 
injured the story writer instead of benefiting 
him. Publishers and readers know that 
when literary work is done in a hurry it is 
bound to be defective,, When a man turns 
out from 1,000 to },200 words in an hour he 
is doing very rapid, newspaper work. When 
he is writing a story that requires plot, 
character study, tnd literary finish, he is 
rushing along with\great speed if he can 
furnish 500 words ip an hour. 

No man ever composed and wrote a story 
of 6,000 words intwo hours. And if he 
ever wrote it in fiv@or six hours, it is safe 
to say that it was hardly worth reading. 


He Hurts Their Feelings. —

A New Jail Needed. 

The Fulton county jail will have to 
go. 

Our grand juries have called attention 
to it, from time to time, and many cit- 
izens who are familiar with the situa- 
tion agree with them that the building 
is too small, with bad sanitary condi- 
tions, and moreover it is not an abso- 
lutely secure place of confinement, 

It is also stated that last Sunday—a 
cold and blizzardy day—a prisoner was 
found by his visiting friends in a room 
without a fireplace, a stove. or any 
other means of furnishing heat. 

The county of Fulton, with its large 
population, its great wealth and its prog- 
ress in every laudable direction, cannot 
afford to have a jail that breeds dis- 
ease and death, and was outgrown long 
ago. If we continue to crowd prisoners, 
some of them innocent men unable to 
give bail, into this wretched prison 
house, we may expect epidemics to take 
their start there and run through the 
city carrying grief and desolation in 
their wake. Desperate prisoners will 
escape, and others will come out shat- 
tered wrecks on their way to untimely 
graves. 

It is generally admitted that the sher- 
iff, the jailer and their assistants, all of 
them humane and faithful officials, are 
straining every nerve to do the best 
that can be done under such unfavora- 
ble conditions, but they cannot be 
expected to work miracles. The jail was 
built many years ago for comparatively 
a small community. Our population has 
increased rapidly, and naturally we have 
more criminals. This compels us_ to 
build more houses, and extend our 
public improvements, and we cannot 
expect our jail to adopt itself to our 
multiplying necessities. 

It will do no good to temporize, delay 
and make any patchwork additions. 
The thing to do is to sell the whole 
concern, select a better site, and build 
a new jail that will answer our needs 
for a century to come—a structure that 
will be secure, reasonably comfortable, 
and wunobjectionable from a _ sanitary 
point of view. Fulton county is able to 
do this, and it is a pressing matter of 
duty. We have no right to maintain a 
public institution that menaces the 


health and lives of its, inmates and the 


people outside. 


He Stands Alone, 

At the recent Episcopal congress in Wash- 
ington the Rev. Dr. Nichols, of New Haven, 
urged the church to maintain its missions in 
the rural regions, and, according to the report, 
he said that the wickedness of the country 
is vastly worse than the wickedness of the 
city. He expressed his fear of the bad in- 
fluence that the country exerts upon the 
city, and made some very startling state- 
ments. 

The views of Dr. Nichols will doubtless 
call forth many indignant protests, but the 
matter is hardly worth discussing. It is a 
well-known fact that our cities owe most of 
their morality, intellect and energy to that 
element of their population which is drawn 
from the country. Necessity presses harder 
in the city, and crime and vice are more 
tempting than they are in a community of 


farmers leading simple lives and holding 


themselves aloof from the pleasures of their 
city neighbors. 

In the city, people madly welcome new 
sensations and innovations, and wealth cov- 
ers a multitude of sins. Out in the country, 
people are more conservative. They hold 
fast to the faith and customs of their 
fathers, and the nature of their pursuits is 
not favorable to lax morals and dissipation. 
The criminal and vicious cannot lead double 
lives in a settlement of industrious farmers, 
They are soon spotted and practically ostra- 
cised. 

If any new form of wickedness appears in 
the country, it may be traced to the city, 
but when it shows itself in the city the 
chances are that it originated there. We 
know that the country cannot claim moral 
perfection, but we defy Dr. Nichols to bring 
forward reliable statistics to support his re- 
markable views. But for the wholesome 
influence of the country, our cities wouid 
become hotbeds of infidelity and anarchy, 
and standing armies would be necessary to 
preserve order. 


“In the House of His Friends.” 


There must be something more in the 
candidacy of Mr. Mills for the speakership 
than appears. What it is we are unable to 
determine, but the strenuous efforts of his 
followers, the slanders invented by his per- 
sonal organ, the uproar that is going on all 
along the line—these are altogether out of 
proportion to the speakership itself, espe- 
cially when we take into consideration the 
fact that the contest is between democrats, 
and ought to be both friendly and seemly.

Whether he is a candidate for renomination 
or not, he is an ex-president, and he cannot 
afford to throw his influence in behalf of 
either candidate for the speakership when 
the contest is between two tariff reform

Ordinarily, Jones with his whiskers would 
have danced around Mr. Cleveland and 
slobbered approval all over him. But now 
his feelings are hurt, and all that he can do 
is to make a mean and treacherous attack 
on the man whom he has been holding up 
as the light and hope of the democratic 
party.

Meaning Chief Connolly's Order About 
Patrolmen and Politics. 


A MEETING OF THE COMMISSION, 


Which Several Important Matters 
Were Attended To—Twelve Hours 
Duty on Election Day.

The board of police commissioners met in 


special session last night. 

Commissioners Laird, Brotherton, Lester 
and Gramling were present. Captain Brother- 
ton occupied the chair. 

The first business transacted-was the adop- 
tion of a resolution for the city to pay for the 
uniforms of the detective force in the same 
manner that it does those of the police force. 

A resolution was offered td put the police 
and detective forces on twelve hours duly on 
Wednesday—election day. The resolution was 
disposed of by leaving the matter to the dis- 
cretion of Chief Connolly. 

They Kicked About It. 

The following order, which was issued by 
Chief Connolly and conspicuously posted at 
police headquarters, was brought up for con- 
sideration of the board. Two of the commis- 
sioners present were in favor of striking out 
that clause referring to the execution of state 
warrants, and the other two were in favor of 
sustaining the order as it read. ‘fhe order 
with Chief Connolly’s signature, and the sup- 
port of two of the commissioners present, sus- 
tained it. 

ATLANTA, November 28,1891.—General Order No. 
14, Police officers, patrolmen and supernumeraries 
inust take no part for either side in the coming 
election. They may vote for whom they please, 
but must do no electioneering. Itis the duty of 
the police department to preserve public peace 
and prevent disorder. 

It is instructed that their duty is to enforce city 
ordinances. Itisthe duty of county and state 
officers to execute state warrants. 

A. B. CONNOLLY, Chief of Police. 

While the commissioners were in session the 
following communication was received from 
the anti-barroom campaign committee: 

How They View It. 

HEADQUARTERS ANTI-BARROOM EXECUTIVE 
COMMITTBE, November 30th, 1891-—-To the Board 
of Police Commissioners, City of Atlanta. 
Gentlemen: We note in The Evening 
Herald a copy of an order from Chief Con- 
nolly, instructing members of the police force 
not to serve state warrants when tendered to 
them as officers of the lawin this city. We know 
this order to be in contravention of previous cus- 
toms and instructions of said police force. 
It is an order that opens the door to 
the ready escape of _ all manner of 
criminals guilty of state offenses, and 
reduces the office of the police forceto mere 
arrests for the violation of city ordinances. This 
is a pleasant proclamation to burglars, pick- 
pockets, rapists. murderers, etc. 

Yhe city, we inform you, 1s afflicted just now 
with hundreds of men who have committed a 
grave state offense. Warrants, beyond the 
physical power of the state officers to serve, are 
out for their arrest. The courts have already 
found some of the offenders so implicated as to 
warrant binding them over tothe superior court. 
We ask vou whether the order of Chief Connolly 
shall stand in the face of these facts? 

We therefore request you,in the interest of 
honest government and the protection of the most 
serious rights of our citizens that you will rescind 
the order of Chief Connolly, and give orders in- 
stead that officers applied to upon. their regular 
beats to execute state warrants shall do s0 in the 
manner hertofore prevailing. With greatest re-

Chief Connolly Talks. 

‘In reference to the above communication 
and the order to which it refers, Chief Con- 
nolly was interviewed last night. 

He says that the intimationin the communi- 
cation to the police commissioners that the 
order was issued for the purpose of prohibiting 
patrolmen and officers of the police force from 
executing state warrants whenever it becomes 
their duty, places him in a false position. He 
says that was not the intention of the order, as 
it clearly shows on its face. 

Said Chief Connolly: ‘‘Asa matter to be 
expected, there is considerable feeling aroused 
by this campaign. It has been repeatedly 
asked how the patrolmen were going to vote, 
and for what ticket they were going to work. 
Under these circumstances, I thought it in- 
cumbent upon me, as the head of the police 
departmenf, to issue the order referred to, 
which shows on its face for what purpose it 
was intended. 

“Tris eS order, and was issued 
for the 6xpress purpose of instructing the 
patrolmen that they were to take no sides in 
this municipal campaign. As to executing 
state warrants or state papers, it is and has 
been the custom of the police department to 
execute such papers when it became their 
duty. This, every one knows, however, is a 
special duty, and is notincluded in the routine 
of daily work any further than is prescribed 
by the ordinances governing the department. 
Itis wellknown to the citizens of Atlanta 
that the police and detective forces of the city 
have been noted for their vigilance and success 
in enforcing state laws and executing all pa- 
pers that devolved upon them as the guardians 
of peace and good government. The order 
was not intended to make any changes in the 
methods of executing and enforcing the law. 
Its chief and main object was to give instruc- 
tions to the police department that they were 


not to electioneer, or to become in any way | 


identified as the advocates of either municipal 
ticket.”’ 


ATTACKING CLEVELAND, 


Jones, of St. Louis, Gives the Ex-President 
a Back-Hander.

On the Street. 
WHO WAS THE CRYING WOMANP 


An Incident That May Lead to the Dis- 
covery of Its Parents—A Basket 
and Its Contents. 


The youngest prisoner ever in the cus- 
y of the Atlanta police authorities was 
run in last night by the heavy-weight 
patrolmen, Whitley and Gallagher. 

It was a girl about nine days old, with 
bright blue eyes, a pretty mouth, and a 
perfectly beautiful face, | 

Who.she is or where she came from, no 
one knows. 

About 4:30 o’clock yesterday afternoon 
as Robert Nash and John Hall, two negro 
boys, were walking along West Fair 
street, they heard the cry of a young baby 
on the opposite side of the street. They 
went across and found a basket sitting on 
the sidewalk. ]t was neatly covered with 
a nice woolen wrap. On raising the wrap 
they found beneath its folds a baby, cold 
and crying. 4 

They at once notified ‘?atrolmen Whitley 
and Gallagher. They went to where the 
basket was sitting and jenderly examined 
its precious contents. I) the basket was 
found several pieces ve baby clothing, a 
bottle of milk, and a ricely folded note, 
which was placed unde{) its little head. 
The note was opened ax read as follows: 

To the Home for the Friepdiess, Corner West 
Fairand West Peters StreQg Strictly of first- 
class parentage, but its — ¥ is away and its 
mother is unable to care for. MOTHER. 

When the patrolmen téad the note they 
immediately took the little waif to the 
Home for the Friendless, where it was 
warmed, dressed and given some nourish- 


ment. 

Later, the child was taken to police 
headquarters, and a close examination 
made of the basket and its contents. She was 
then taken back to the Home for the 
Friendless, where she will be kept until 
permanent arrangements can be made for 


her for a home. 

Whose she is, or where she came from, is the 
question that the police want information on. 

There are two or three men who think they 
can identify someof the clothing that was 
found in the basket, and the police think the 
clothing will serve as a clue to ascertaining 
the parentage of the child. 

A gentleman called at the station house last 
night, and said a few paces from where the 
child was found, and only a few momenis 
before she was discovered by the negro boys, 
that he met two women, one of 
whom was heavily veiled and was 
crying as_ iif her heart would 
break. At intervale she looked backward 
and hercrying would became more violent.

The complaints of Mr. Steve Ryan’s friends 
that the room in which he is imprisoned is not 
warmed by stove, heater or fireplace, induced 
Sheriff Morrow to place in the room a gas 
stove, which renders it more comfortable. It 
is still, however, a cheerless place. 

Yesterday the prisoner was visited by a few 
of his more intimate ' friends, but the turnkeys 
enforced rigidly the rules against admitting 
newspaper reporters. 

The prisoner whose forlorn condition ex- 
cited a good deal of sympathy is Ponder, who 
occupies the iron cage. He is weak and 
sickly, and really suffered with cold. 

It is not the fault of Sheriff Morrow and his 
faithful deputies, but the fault of the build- 
ing, which is way behind thetimes. The 
jailers doallin their power, consistent with 
duty, to ameliorate the sad condition of the 
inmates of the prison, and there are no com- 
plaints about bad treatment.

THE CASE IS NOT ENDED YET. 


The Evidence and Argument Concluded 
and the Decision Will Be Ren- 
dered Today. 


The permanent guardian of little Julia 
Stovall, who was kidnaped from Augusta last 
Friday, has not yet been named. 

As told in Sunday’s Constitution, the 
naming of the permanent guardian for little 
Julia was left with Judge John L. Hopkins, 
by mutual consent of all parties concerned. 

Little Julia is still with her aunt, Mrs. Nita 
Brantly, at 103 Whitehall, and hasthree law- 
fully appointed guardians. 

The hearing of the case was continued 
yesterday morning before Judge Hopkins, at 


’ his office. 


Judge J. T. Pendleton and Mr. W. K. 
Miller, of Augusta, were present, representing 
Mr. and Mrs, Stewart Phinizy, who are mak- 
ing the fight for little Julia, and Mr. Burton 
Smith, representing Mr. and Mrs. Brantly. 
Little Julia was also present, seated by Mrs. 
Brantly. Neither Mr. Phinizy or his wife 
was present. 

The witnesses in the case were not sworn, 
but were cross-examined by the attorneys on 
both sides. 

Mr. Arthur V. Weatherly, a traveling 
salesman for John Silvey & Co., was exaim- 
ined. He was on the train Friday on which 
were Mrs. Brantly and the little girl, and was 
a witness of all the attempts to arrest Mrs. 
Brantly by the officers at the several places. 
He testified as to the condnct of little Julia 
on the train and said that she stoutly declared 
to all the officers that she did not want to go 
back to Augusta to live with Mr. Phinizy. 

Will Dobson, the Augusta hack fdriver who 
carried Mr. and Mrs. Brantly to the school 
for little Julia and drove them to Wheless, 
where they boarded the train, was introduced 
by the Phinizys. He stated that Julia was 
badly frightened when told by Mrs. Brantly 
that she wanted to carry her to the exposition. 
She was badly frightened after she got in the 
carriage, and would scarcely talk all the way 
to Wheless. It was evident by her actions 
that she did not want to go. 

Mrs. Brantly told the story of how she ob- 
tained possession of little Julia. The story 
was about the same as has already been printed. 
She admitted that little Julia was badly fright- 
ened, but said it was because she was afraid of 
Mr. Stewart Phinizy. 

Mrs. Brantly was asked about the will of 
Mrs. Stovall—Julia’s grandmother—and 
stated that.she had left lit@e Juhaa child’s 
portion of her effects. 

The court was then cleared of all present ex- 
cept the lawyers, and little Julia was 
questioned by Judge Hopkins and the attor- 
neys. 

She answered every question in a very intel- 
ligent manner, and was not embarrassed in the 
least. She said the hackman, Dobson, had 
made several false statements; that she loved 
her Aunt Nita Brantly and wanted to stay 
here; that she did not get along with Mr. and 
Mrs. Phinizy’s children, and wanted to stay 
here with her cousin, Eloise. 

Mr. Miller asked her about the letter, which 
was introduced Saturday, and which was 
written by little Julia and said she had rather 
live in Augusta than in Atlanta. 

**Who wrote that letter?’’ asked Mr. Miller. 

‘You wrote it and I copied it,’’ was Julia’s 
answer. 

This closed the evidence, and when it was 
finished the attorneys made eloquent appeals, 
each for his client. When the argument was 
concluded Judge Hopkins announced that he 
would render a decision today at 11 o’clock. 

In the meantime little Julia Stovall has 
three guardians. 

The case has excited the deepest interes. 

Little Julia declares she will not go back to 
Augusta no matter what Judge Hopkins’s 
decision is, and Mrs. Brantly says she will 
not let her go as long as she wants to remain 
with her.

To the AMount of $60,000 Is What the 
Exposition Will Do. 


A LARGE MEETING HELD LAST NIGHT. 


The Issue Is to Cover the Indebtedness of 
the Company and to Grade and 
Develop the Property. 


The Piedmont Exposition Company will 
float bonds to the amount of $60,000. ; 

This was decided on at a meeting of the 
stockholders of the company, at the exposition 
office last night. 

It was the largest meeting of stockholders 
ever held, 624 shares of the 1,000 being repre- 
sented. 

Captain Harry Jackson presided. 

The resolution of Mr. Jack J. Spalding, in- 
troduced at the meeting Friday night, came up. 
It provided for the issue of consolidated bonds 
to the amount of $60,000, bearing 7 per cent 
per annum until paid. There was some ob- 
jection to this, but after some discussion it was 
amended and passed. 

This issue of bonds is to cover and dis- 
charge the $24,000 worth of bonds 
now outstanding, in the hands of Mr. B. F. 
Walker, and to provide for the indebtedness 
of the company, from losses and from money 
spent in grading and develeping the property 
of the company. 

The resolution of Mr. Spalding, as passed, 
reads as follows: * 

Resolved, That the board of directors have pre- 
pared, and when approved by them, duly executed 
by the president and secretary, under seal of the 
corporation, an issue of $60,000 of consolidated 
bonds of the denomination of $500 each, and 
bearing 7 per cent per annum from date till paid, 
semi-annually, on the Ist days of January and 
July each year; the same to Le secured by a deed 
of trust or a mortgage to all the property of the 
company; the same to bea first incumbrance or 
lien on all of said property; said bonds to bear 
date December 15, 1891,and run for ten years, 
subject to call or calls, in whole or in 
part, at the option of this corporation, at 
any time or times, after two years from their date 
at their par value, the first interest coupon to 
cover interest from December 15, 1891,to July 
1, 1892; that of said issue, forty-eight bonds, or 
$24,000, of the proceeds of said bonds be and are 
hereby set aside to pay off and discharge present 
outstanding bonds against this corporation. The 
holders of the said $24,000 now outstanding shall 
have the right to exchange in whole 
or in part the same for new bonds at par 
for each, this right to be exercised by giving 
written notice on or before December 19, 1891, or 
the same shali cease. 

That of said issue of bonds not exchanged for 
bonds ‘now outstanding the directors will sell first 
enough to pay the present floating debt of this 
corporation, and to pay bonds outstanding. Then 
in their discretion they may se]! enough of any 
remaining bonds to grade and develop the lands of 
this corporation. No bonds will be sold for 
less than par, and the trustees will certify each 
bond and see to it that the forty-eight bonds set 
aside to take care of the present outstanding 
bonds are exchanged or their proceeds applied to 
taking up said bonds, and that the same and the 
records are duly canceled. 

There were several of the stockholders who 
opposed the resolution, and voted against its 
passage, but it was passed by a good majority.

The board of directors of the exposition will 
meet at the exposition office this afternoon, at 
30’clock. The meetingis forthe purpose of 
perfecting the details necessary to carry out 
the resolution passed by the stockholders.

Two Pardons Granted. 

Governor Northen also signed two pardon 
orders yesterday. 

One wasan order pardoning John J. Mor- 
ris, who was convicted at the February term 
of the DeKalb county court for abandoning 
his child and was sentenced to twelve months 
in the chaingang. He has already served nine 
months, and Solicitor General John 8. Can- 
dier, who conducted the prosecution, recom- 
mended that his sentence be commuted 
by the payment of a fine of $50, including 
costs of prosecution. Morris has given bond 
for the future support of the child. Judge R. 
H. Clark approved the recommendation made 


by Colonel Candler. 
Edward Jackson, a Chatham county con- 
vict, was the next subject of executive clem-

ency. He has seen three years of hard service 
in the penitentiary, and would have had four 
more years to serve but for the 
intervention of the governor.

THE NEW YORK MARKET. 


The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 

NEW YORK, November 30.—The stock markot 
was very dull today in the main, but under the cir- 
cumstances showed considerable strength, and the 
dullness was ina great measure due to the scarcity of 
stock for sale, only sellers of note being bearish trad- 
ers, and to some exteat foreigners, though the offer- 
ings of the latter are very well covered up. There is 
no other explanation, however, of the strength of for- 
eign exchange in the face of the enormous trede bal- 
ance now being rolied up in our favor. The opening of 
the market was weak under the influence of these of- 
ferings, and first prices were generally from ‘4 to ‘, 
per cent lower than Saturday's final figures, these 
losses being supplemented by further declines in the 
early trading, which brought the extreme losses up to 
nearly 1 percent. The discovery that the complica- 
tions arising from the Field, Lindley, Wiechers & Co. 
failure were largely exaggerated, and the announce 
ment that the Union Pacific would take up the bonds 
which were in the hands of innocent parties, added to 
the good feeling: Later in the day there was a re- 
newal of the late good buying of Vanderbilts, and this 
movement gave the whole list an impetus which had 
the effect of cor pletely wiping out the eariy losses, 
and in many cas § of making substantial gainsin ad- 
dition. Among the strongest stocks was Wheeling 
and Lake Erie. ‘he strong features of the day, how- 
ever, were Indttrials, especially Chicago Gas, and 
Distillers, and a former is the only stock which 


scored a mater improvement over its last week’s 
price, Other cOmmercial investment sccurities are 
again being placed upon the market, and are meeting 
with a good de d. Commission houses also con- 
tinue ta receive lat ge investment orders, but are un- 
able to fill them,owing to the scarcity of securities in 
the market. Evidence accumulates daily that there is 
a long period of fasy money, and that investors are 
getting anxious about placing their funds where they 
will bring good returns. The strength of Industrials 
was most markedin the forenoon, and Chicago Gas 
rose 2% per cent after its early loss, and Distillers ral- 
lied 14%. Vanderbilts, however, became the feature of 
the late trading, Lake Shore rising 1%% and Canada 
Southern and Omaha each 1 percent. Erie was active 
on this advance, but failed to rise more than a frac- 
tion with the rest of the list. The tone of the dealings 
became almost buoyant under the stimulus of the 
new buying movement, and everything shared in the 
upwardturn. The market finally closed quiet but 
firm, generallyat something better than first prices, 
and most of the active stocks tonight show small gains 
for the day, notwithstanding the setback in the fore- 
noon. Chicago Gas, however, witha gain of 1'4 per 
sent, is the only one ofimportance.

NEW YORK, November 30—[Special.]—Whatever of 
encouragement there has been in today’s market is up 
to 2 o’clock, forthe bulis. Prices at that hour are from 
3@4 points over Saturday, and the bears are admitted- 
ly surprised at the stability of the market.

The fact seems to be that the leyel of 
present prices is pretty well adjusted to the expecta- 
tion of an 8,000,000-bale crop. An assurance of this 
production will hardly more than suffice to keep values 
down to'present figures, while any developments indi- 
cating a smaller production would probably result in 
an advance. Estimates of port receipts for the week 
vary widely and are valueless. Theinterior movement 
at the known towns promises to be smaller than last 
year,and much of the cotton coming to hand is or- 
dered held. After 2 o’clock the market continued 
steady, gaining gradually in strength and closing 
firm at an advance of about 5 points on Saturday’s fig- 
ures. Port receipts are 76,000 bales, being 20,000 bales 
less than expected at New Orleans, but more than an- 
ticipated at Norfolk and Savannah. Augusta gets 800 
bales less than last vear, and Memphis about 25 per 
cent less, Rather better markets seem anticipated to- 
morrow. 


Lehman Bros.’ Cotton Letter.

NEW YORK, November 30—The market this morn- 
ing was much better than had been anticipated owing 
to firmer cables and a more encouraging report from 
Liverpool. Shortly after the call, howeyer, the im- 
provement of 5 points was lost, and under the influ- 
euce of liberal port receipts, which aggregated nearly 
77,000 bales, prices were really below Saturday's clos- 
ing, notwithstanding that New Orleans, which was ex- 
pected to be nearly 50,000 bales, it only reported 20,600 
bales, and it was more or less under the assumption 
that the balance would arrive there tomorrow that 
values became easier. When, however, later in the 
day it was wired from New Orleans that receipts there 
were only expected to be 12,000 bales, again reacted 
and prices closed at the best of the day. This simply 
shows the tendency of our operators who are ready to 
help the market when the remotest encouragement 
appears, and we still feel that, with anything lhkea 
fair falling off, which must soon come, we ought to see 
better prices.

A CAMPAIGN CANARD 


Which the Opposition Is Circulating 
Against the Citizens’ Ticket 


MEETS WITH AN EMPHATIC DENIAL, 


The Report Being Circulated That the 
Liquor Limits Would Be Extended 
by the Citizens’ Ticket. 


The latest ruse of the 1890 Club movement 
is to studiously circulate all over the city the 
rumor that the citizens’ ticket movement is in 
the interests ofan extension of the liquor 
limits and the granting of licenses to barrooms 
in residence portions of the city. 

Representatives of the 1890 Club movement 
are industriously circulating this report, and 
are sending messengers to all parts of the city 
with instructions to preach this with all the 
vehemence that is in them, thereby hoping to 
arouse the voters in the residence portions 
to oppose the citizens’ movement, believing 
that they have no more sense than to know 
that there is not a word of truth in such an 
absurd report. 

About the best and most direct way to clinch 
this report asa campaign falsehood is to get 
from the candidates on the citizens’ ticket 
their views about it, and this is what they say. 

Whe Candidates Talk. 

Aldermar Boyd, of the North Side: ‘“‘Every- 
body that knows me knows that there is not a 
word of truth in the statement. I am in favor 
of the very strictest regulation of the liquor 
traffic and of a rigid enforcement of the liquor 
Jaws. I believe thetraftic in this city is the 
best regulated and most closely guarded of 
that of any cityin the United States, and I 
am so well satisfied thatit is so thatI was 
willing toaccept the nomination for alder- 
man, and in doing so I made up my mind that 
the laws should be rigidly enforced so far as 
my vote could make them so.”’ 

Alderman Stephens, of the South Side: ‘Of 
course there isnot a word of truthinit. I 
am dead against anything like a relaxation of 
the strict hold which the city has on the liquor 
traffic, and am in favor of a rigid enforcement 
of our present laws. There will be no modifi- 
cation, and there should not be, nor is there a 
man onthe citizens’ ticket who is in favor 
of it.’’ 

Councilman Reneau, of the First Ward: 
*“T have heard of the report, but have paid no 
attention to it, as Ido not think it worth se- 
rious consideration. I voted the prohibition 
ticket and was considered one of the strongest 

‘ prohibition advocates in Atlanta in past cam- 
paigns, but I am satisfied now that the solu- 
tion of the question is in the high license 
which Atlanta has placed upon the liquor 
traffic and inthe strict regulation cf its sale. 
Atlanta had two years of so-called prohibi- 
tion, and I helped to makeit. At that time I 
was running as a conductor between 
here and =Macon. While on that 
run I saw enough of i the jug 
business to satisfy me that Atlanta had made 
a mistake. Why, every day my train used to 
be delayed at Griffin so long in putting on jugs 
for Atlanta that it invariably threw me out of 
my schedule, and required almost an extra car 
to carry the jugs that were sent to Atlanta to 
meet the demands of the blind tigers and for 
private use, but for which Atlanta did not get 
one dollar of revenue. No, we are not in favor 
ofany extension of the liquor limits—mos 
emphatically no.”’ bu 

Councilman John Colvin, of the Second 
Ward: ‘There will be no extension of the 
liquor limits, nor has the matter ever been 
thought of. The citizens’ ticket is a move- 
ment in a conservative direction, and it would 
certainly not be conservative to modify the 
liquor laws of a city which are the best of anv 
city in America.”’ 

Councilman Mc Waters, of the Third Ward: 
**I have heard the reportin my ward, and have 
denounced it in unmeasured terms. There 
will be no extension by the vote of any mem- 
ber of the citizens’ ticket. I am heartily in 
favor of the enforcement vf our present laws, 
and do not think they should be changed.” 

Councilmen Hill, of the fourth, and Northen, 
of the fifth ward, unite in stating that as far 
as they are concerned the liquor laws will be 
rigidly enforced, and that there will be no 
modification even asked for, saying: ‘‘The 
traffic in Atlantais underthe most perfect 
regulation, and itis for this reason that so 
many hundred men who voted the prohibition 
ticket two and four years ago, are now in favor 
of the citizens’ movement. The present rigid 
laws will be enfored, and there is not a man on 
the citizens’ ticket who would change it if he 
vould.’”’ 

When Councilman Meador, of the sixth 
ward, was told of the report, and of the una- 
nimity with which it was denounced by al! of 
the other candidates, he said in reply: ‘‘My 
views are in thorough accord with those ex- 
pressed by my colleagues on theticket. As for 
myself, I do not want blind tigers rnnning 
riot in the city, leaving the evils of the sale 
without restriction and without revenue. Nor 
do I want any extension of liquor limits or 
modification of our present laws. I occupy 
conservative ground with every other member 
of thecitizens’ ticket, and the people need not 
fear but that the liquor traffic will be regulated 
and carefully guarded by the citizens’ move- 
ment.”
